Montana  Celebrates  Its  Historic  Places 

The  Montana  Historical  Society  State  Historic  Preservation  Office  (SHPO)  hosted  the 
2005  Biennial  Historic  Preservation  Awards  on  Thursday,  January  20,  2005  at  the 
Montana  Club  in  Helena.  These  awards  recognize  the  outstanding  efforts  of  those  who 
have  worked  to  save  and  honor  historic  buildings  and  preserved  properties  across 
Montana.  As  it  has  been  for  the  past  twenty  years,  it  was  a  special  event  that  drew 
together  many  unsung  heroes  who  dedicate  their  energies  to  preserving  the  best  of  our 
collective  past.  Montana  Lt.  Governor  Bohlinger  presented  the  awards,  which  honor 
individuals  and  organizations  that  have  made  significant  contribution  to  the  preservation 
of  our  significant  places.  In  addition,  owners  of  27  properties  listed  in  the  National 
Register  of  Historic  Places  over  the  past  two  years  received  certificates  of  registration. 

Montana  Celebrates  Its  Staff  Excellence 

Dr.  Stan  Wilmoth,  Montana  State  Archaeologist  of  the  Montana  SHPO  received  the  2005 
National  Conference  of  State  Historic  Preservation  Officers  (NCSHPO)  Award  for  Staff 
Excellence  in  Historic  Preservation  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding  performance  in  his 
job  duties.  Among  his  many  accomplishments  over  the  past  12  years  are  his  contribution 
to  the  preservation  of  countless  archaeological  sites,  his  service  to  the  management  of  the 
state's  premier  historic  sites,  and  the  return  of  Native  American  remains  to  their 
respective  tribes  after  a  complicated  nine-year  process.  His  dedication  and  thoughtfulness 
in  building  relationships  between  the  SHPO  and  the  THPOs  and  other  cultural  leaders  for 
seven  regional  Native  American  nations  is  noteworthy.  He  has  placed  a  high  priority  on 
bridging  the  often  wide  chasm  between  tribal  interests  in  protecting  sites  of  traditional 
cultural  value  and  archaeologists  passion  for  discovering  scientific  data.  He  has  also 
enjoyed  working  with  schools,  including  the  Montana  Heritage  Project,  to  educate 
teachers  and  students  about  archaeology  and  its  methods. 

Montana  Celebrates  a  la  Preservation  Cafe 

Montana  SHPO  and  the  Montana  Preservation  Alliance  (MPA)  partnered  with  the 
Yellowstone  Historic  Preservation  Board  and  the  Western  Heritage  Center  to  host  the 
very  popular  " Preservation  Cafe"  conference  and  workshop  in  Billings  last  summer. 
Eighty-five  attended  the  two-day  event,  including  community  historic  preservation 
officers  and  commissioners,  MPA  board  members,  architects,  planners,  city  and  county 
commissioners,  Sheridan  MainStreet  board  and  staff,  and  a  building  inspector.  MPA 
announced  their  "Most  Endangered  List"  at  the  opening  reception.  Attendees  chose  from 
a  ’menu'  of  workshop  topics  including  obtaining  brown  highway  signage,  making 
building  codes  works  for  historic  buildings,  night  sky  preservation,  and  archeological 
survey  for  subdivision  development.
